the declaration of H. J. Saunders, 
76, that Booth was alive and in 
hiding in M artinsburg, W. Va., for 
two-and-a half m onths after he shot 
the Civil W ar president. 
Saunders was a boy in Martins­ 
burg 
at 
the 
time. 
He declared 
friends of Booth kept him "under 
cover” until he had a chance to es­ 
cape to Texas. He exhibited an old 
tintype of Booth .which he said his 
parents received from friends of 
Booth in Martinsburg. 
“ According to the story I heard 
m any times from my parents and 
others,” Saunders said. “Booth rode 
into M artinsburg the day after he 
shot 
Lincoln
